“Over 4,000 teens try their first cigarette each day and half of them will become regular daily 

smokers,” said Jennifer Shomaker, Tobacco Prevention and Cessation Coordinator at Catawba 

County Public Health.  “We have a responsibility to protect the health of our youth in Catawba 

County by educating them about the dangers of tobacco use and also by providing cessation 

opportunities and information for teens that already use tobacco.”
